THE FORWARD DISPLAY OF . 
CAPTAIN DREYFUS UNDER TOP- 
WEIGHT. 

Aintree at its best has seldom pre- 
rented a brighter picture than did Gat- 
wick on War National afternoon. Never 
have I seen sọ much khaki on a raco- 
course.There were Australians and Cana- 
dians in galore, and I noticed not a few 
members of the United States military 
forces in the members’ enclosure and 
paddock. Truly, the Grand National is a 
namo to conjure with, and no race during 
war-time has created greater interest. 
Those who decry jumping as being of no 
vyalte and assistance to breeding can put 
that fact in their pipe and smoke it. 

There was a link with the real Liver- 

1 National in the. presence, in the 
amiliar khaki, of Mr, E. A. C. Topham, 
wbo controls the destinies of racing at 
Aintree, and who, in normal times, 
aoe the handicap for the Grand 
i nal. He was naturally keenly in- 

rested in the substitute race. I do no’ 
think I ever saw, even at Liverpool,’ & 
better-looking National field. One or two 
of them, in fact, looked too nice, for you 
do not require exactly an oil painting to 
got the 44 miles of a severe steeplechase. 
Anylrow, the failure of no single animal 
could be put down to lack of condition. 
It Was, I should say, a good race from a 
speculative point in view, in fact, with an 
eleventh-hour run on Ally Sloper, we had 
ő equal favourites in the end, 


Favourites on the Ground. 

It was rather remarkable that 2 of them 
wore done with before the stands were

We Must Have More Men. 
It is absolutely essential for us if we 
are to avord defeat to have more men 
to maintain our Armies in the field. 
I have never heard anyone challenge 
that need. But I have never heard 
anyone say: You ought to play the 
Bolshevists’ part, withdraw your 
Armies from the field, hand your 
cannon over to the enemy, let him 
capture territories in France and 
march up to Calais and Boulogne, 
overawe Britain, amd generally 
trample down Europe. I have never 
heard anyone say that we had a 
ghost of a chance of holding our own 
against this military despotism in 
Europe unless we got more men. 
Engineers, Too. 
And I am utterly at a loss to know 
where the men are to be found if, 
first of all, the engineers say, “We 
will not find the men,” and then the 
miners say “We will not find the 
men.” You do not mind my speak- 
ing quite plainly, because we have 
come here for plain speaking. I have 
no doubt if exemption is claimed, if 
privileges are established for two of 
the greatest trades in the kingdom, a 
third trade will come along and say, 
“Very well. we also claim to take, 
and we will take, a ballot of our 
members to find out whether they 
ought not to be exempted as well as 
the miners and engineers.” This is 
hot government. It means that each 
group and section of the community 
is to determine for itself whether it 
will obey a law which comes from the 
State as a whole.. À 
The New German Offensive. 
Just let me tell you about this tele- 
rem that has just como into my 
ands. Do you &now what bas hap- 
pened to-day? Early this morning the 
German armies have attacked ~is on a 
front of 60 miles—100,000 vards; that 
is 57 miles. They have attacked us 
with overwhelming forces. Where 
have they come from? They have 
come from the country where democ- 
racy has failed to do its duty, because 
each group there began to decide for 
itself whether it would defend ‘its 
native land. 

Government—or Anarchy. 
Under these conditions, E am amazed 
at any discussion as to wheth>r the 
miners and engineers. arə going to 
make their contribution to defend 
their nativo land. 

I am prepared to face anything; 
but unless the Government is going 
to be supported ir defending this 
country aud its liberties, it is far 
better that the Government should 
go out and say: “Let us have an- 
aarechy in this land.” That is the 
only answer. 

I am prepared to take the conse- 
quences, but we cannot have the de- 
cisions of the National Executive sub- 
mitted to any ‘sections of the com- 
munity, however important, for them 
to say whether they will obey the law 
ornot. I had the same question to de- 
cide with the land. We gave orders for 
the cutting up of land in order to in- 
crease the food supplies. The vast 
majority of owners gladly obeyed. 
We had to tell the few who were stub- 
born that laws are intended for land- 
lords to obey as well aš anybody else. 
if the German Attack Succeeded. 
I regret that, under these conditions, 
it is absolutely essential for the Gov- 
ernment to proceed with the decision 
in order to save the country from 
disaster; This vote does not repre- 
sent the majority of the miners. It 
represents, it is perfectly true, a 
majority of those who voted, but not 
a very large majority. If this new 
German attack succeeds, the Ger- 
mans might be at Calais, and only 
answer we have te give is a vote of 
the Miners) Federation to.say that 
they are not prepared to fight. You 
cannot give that answer, and I do not 
believe that the miners would give 
it; I am certain they wowld not.
